The Free State Senate yesterday com- 
pleted the Committee stage of the Local 
Government Bill, and then adjourned un- 
iil the 18th inst. 

No important change was made in the 
measure as a result of yesterday's dis- 
The advantages of having paid 
Commissioners, instead of popularly- 
ele ted bodies to administer the affairs of 
a district, were debated at length 

Mr. Barrington proposed an amend- 
ment to the effect that when Commis- 
sioners have been in charge of a district 
for three years, the Minister should order 
a referendum of the people to see whether 
they would prefer a continuance of the 
Commissioners’ administration or the 
election of a council. The amendment 
was defeated.

REFERENDUM. 


CHOICE BETWEEN ELECTION 
AND COMMISSIONERS. 


When Sub-section 5 of Section 62 was under 
discussion, Mr. Barrington moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that not later than three 
years after the dissolution of a local authority 
a referendum should be taken to decide 
whether the people would prefer a continuance 
of the administration of the district by Com- 
missioners or the election of a local y. 

It was, he said, possible that a case might 
arise where people would prefer to have the 
administration carried on by Commissioners 
who had worked with economy and efficienc 
instead of having the local councils re-electe 
That, he thought, was a matter that should be 
submitted to the ratepayers by means of a 
referendum. 

As an example he mentioned the case of a 
loca] authority in Cork, against the dissolution 

of which other local bodies had protested. 
Commissioners were appointed, and by their 
satisfactory administration effected a great 
reduction in the rates. .Votes of thanks were 
passed to the Commissioners by various local 
liodies, and at the end of three years the old 
cal Government Board was asked to con- 
tinne the Commissioners, but: had no power 
to > do so. In the present bill the Minister for 

«al Government could not continue the Com- 

issioners, no matter how wel] they had done 
their work, His proposal meant that the rate- 
pavers should be the best judges of what was 
vood for themselves. He was not proposing to 
put anybody over them. 

Mr. Kenny supported the amendment. 

Mr. Bennett speis that the referendum 
should be held at the end of two years instead 
of three years 


THE COST. 


Mr. Douglas said that the amendment did 
not say whether the result of the referendum 
should hold good for all time or for a year. 
Who was to pay for it? There were many 
people who thought that it might be more 
satisfactory to maintain representation so far 
as the anain a was concerned, but not 
to attempt to work the whole administration 
in an area by local boards. The local body 
might exercise a veto, though Consaniestonens 
might do portion of their work. 

Mr. Haughton said that he opposed the 
amendment on the ground of expense, and also 
hecause of the results that might follow. He 
believed that they should aim a adjustments 
whereby property holders should have a higher 
franchise. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell said that he wa be 
prepared to support the amendment .f = 
referendum were taken at the prgper ti 
Surely. it was-@ unique that the 
Minister. should, without consulting the 
people, extinguish the loca] bodies; and then 
at the end of three years say they could decide 
to have them back agam. If the people were 
sufficiently competent or intelligent to decide 
the matter at the end of three years, they 
should be equally competent to ‘decide the 
‘matter before the councils were extinguished. 
Too many sacrifices and struggles had been 
made by the people to allow the democrati- 
cally elected bodies to be torn away from 
them. 

“This tinkering with legislation,” he 
added, ‘‘ reminded one of the period leading 
up to the French Revolution, and the Govern- 
ment might bring about a similar state of 
things in this country if they are not a little 
less drastic in their methods.” 

M~. James Moran said that the people 
would be in a better position to judge the 
relative merits after they had had experience 
of both systems.

The people of the 
Saorstat can do most of what is needed, 


will do it if their Government will make 
haste to take them into its confidence. 
Its astonishing silence about the distress 
is injurious to the real interests of the 
victims, injurious. to its own reputation 
and highly injurious to the financial and 
moral credit of the State. 


A New Sultan. 

The Spanish campaign in Morocco. seems 
at last to have reached a stage beyond 
which further fighting would be useless. 
Abdul Krim, the leader of ‘the Riffs, has 
succeeded in driving the Spaniards into 


| a corner, bounded on the one side by the 


sea and on the other by the neutral terri- 
tory of Tangier ; and the final withdrawal 
of King Alfonso’s army cannot be long 
delayed. . The Spanish troops have been 
exposed to appalling dangers during the 
last few years ; their officers, brave as lions, 
have lacked knowledge and experience, 
and their equipment has been totally in- 
‘adequate. Yet they have made an ex- 
tremely gallant fight against odds which, 
in the circumstances, must be described 
as overwhelming. Their opponents, led 
by that remarkable soldier, Abdul Krim, 
are born warriors, who are at home in the 
terribly difficult country in which the war 
has been waged, and have had the enormous 
advantage of being almost constantly on the 
offensive. Abdul Krim was trained in the 
Spanish Army, and, knowing its methods 
thoroughly, was able to strike always at 
its most vulnerable points. We print 
today a statement which he has made 
to a Special Correspondent, outlining the 
terms on which he is prepared to treat 
with the Spanish Directory. Castilian 
pride may revolt at the mere suggestion 
that Spain should compromise with a 
Moor; but when Raisuli, the Spaniards’ 
only ally in Morocco, was captured by 
the Riffs, General Primo de Rivera's last 
hope of a conclusive victory vanished. Now 
he is faced with the alternatives of a 


| negotiated settlement and an ignominious 
| defeat which would ruin the prestige of 


Spain. 

Abdul Krim—who now entitles himself 
Sultan Mohammed I.—declares, first and 
foremost, that he has no thought of lead- 
ing a Pan-Islamic campaign against any- 
‘body. “ We have no relations,”’ he asserts, 
“with French Morocco, Algeria, Tunis or 
Egypt,’ and “Spain is our only enemy. " 
He is willing to make peace with the 
WSpanish Government on the basis of. the 
| complete surrender of the Protectorate. 
The national independence of the Riff 
fertitory must be recognised, and then 
Abdul Krim will be willing to discuss the 
future government of the coast zone from 
Tangier to the French frontier. He sug- 
gests’ that, when Spain has abandoned her 
claim to a Protectorate, he will consent 
to the nalisation of the coast 
zones; and he will raise no objection 
to, Spain’s retention of the two towns 
of Ceuta and Melilla, which, he admits, 
are‘wittually Spanish in every way. As 
for his own territory, Abdul Krim pro- 
posés to govern it through an absolute 
mondychy, He refuses to recognise Mulay 
Yussef ‘as Sultan~ of Morocco, but 
disclaims any hostility to France, 
with whom he has no intention of 
making war “ unless we are attacked."’ 
He demands, however, that a regular 
frontier shall be delimited between the 
Riff territory and the French zone, and 
insiste that it shall be a natural border, 
regulated by mountains and rivers, instead 
of by some imaginary line, such as that 
which @xists at present. Before anything 
can be done, of course, Spain must ask 
for an armistice and call a peace con- 
ference!*. Indeed, a conference of some 
kind ig highly desirable; for, whether 
or not ‘Abdul Krim bhas direct rela- 
tions with the Moslems of other parts 
of the world, they are watching him very 
closely .aid®> regard him as a possible 
successpr fo the clay-footed idol, Mustapha 
Kemal,’ asx" leader of Islam against the 
Giaour. Further pursuit of the war would 
be ‘madness; and it must be hoped that 
“the present situation will be taken in 
hand by ithe Powers with the least 
possible delay,

Salesmanship. 


Parents of children who are destined 
to follow a commercial calling will] find 
lively interest in an experiment at the 
Westminster Voluntary Day Continuation 
School, which is described in the Educa- 
tional Supplement of The Times. . The 
headmaster, Mr. Williams, had received 
numerous appeals from boys and girls 
anxious to enter business and desiring 
advice as to the qualifications required. 
He approached the heads of several great 
stores and ascertained their needs. They 
told him that they found much difficulty 
in recruiting their -taffs with young 
people adequately trained, and with him 
they worked out a syllabus of studies. 
Already a course based on this syllabus 
has fitted large numbers of young men 
and women to enter the distributive busi- 
ness in those great concerns, wherein 
hundreds, and even thousands, of workers 
are organised in grades, with no obstacle 
to prevent the humblest worker's ascent 
to the well-paid managerial posts at the 
top. - The course comprises English, 
accounts, commercial geography ani 
history, design and methods of salesman- 
ship; but encouragement is given ‘o 
supplementary courses of more liberal 
studies. It is held that, with the rise of 
modern methods, better educated workers 
make for higher efficiency as well as for 
greater dignity in the business of dis- 
tribution. The salesman who knows more 
about the object which he is handling 
than its price, and can explain its origin 
and composition, is more effective in 
addressing potential buyers, and more apt 
to ensure that the purchaser gets exactly 
the article suited to his needs. Thus com- 
merce, which of old attracted the best 
elements in the race, is ridding itself of 
those vulgar and slap-dash qualities that 
disfigured business in the flush of indus- 
trial progress.

A small committee of the Cabinet is now 
engaged upon the final draft of the inter- 
Allied Debts Note io be sent to Paris, and 
it is expected that it will be completed 
and despatched early next week.

The visit to London 
of Mr. Myron i. Herrick, the United 
States Ambassador to France, for the 
dinner given by Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg to 
the King and Queen to-night, gives the 
British Government an opportunity for an 
exchange of views on a situation which 
must develop with some rapidity once the 
Note has been received by the French 
Government. In this connection it is said 
that Mr. Parker Gilbert, the Agent- 
General for Reparations, and M. Dela- 
croix, the Belgian delegate on the 
Reparations Commission, are both in 
touch with the Treasury on matters of 
procedcre, and will be in London for 
some days. It seems certain that opinion 
is growing in France that something must 
be done to restore French credit, and many 
business men there consider that our great 
effort to meet our obligat: ns to the United 
States has been a very wise stroke of busi- 
ness, and an example which France might 
follow with advantage. 


The Farming Conference. 


The Prime Minister will have to con- 
sider the position of his Government 
regarding the proposed Agricultuta] Con- 
ference; for the two trade unions repre- 
senting the agricultural workers of the 
country have decid definitely not to 
send representatives to a body which, it 
was hoped, would be able to settle a land 
policy on non-political lines. The Socialists 
are behind this move; for they are not 
desirous of lending a helping hand to the 
Conservatives in such a cause, and hope 
to bring forward an agricultural policy of 
their own in the near future. The two 
trade unions, however, represent only one 
agricultural worker out of every seven, and 
it is possible that Mr. Baldwin may be 
able to secure representatives of free 
labour to serve on the committee. 


St. Paul. 


The condition of St, Paul's Cathedral 
is so puzzling to the layman that it is not 
surprising that many people are of the 
opinion that a Government inquiry should 
be held without delay to ascertain what 
steps shall be taken to preserve a building 
of national interest. On one side, we are 
told that the Cathedral is not in & state 
of immediate danger, while, on the other, 
the City «f London Surveyor thinks that 
it may collapse at any moment. Grouting, 
or filling in the empty piers, is suggeste 
as a remedy by some, but others maintain 
that it is useless to spend immense sums 
on bolsteriag up a building which is in 
danger. This conflict in ideas seems to 
suggest that the sooner a definite decision 
is reached the better for the future of the 
great Metropolitan church. Few people 
would complain if the State had to con- 
tribute liberally to the safe maintenance 
of St. Paul's. 

A Fine Library. 

A great deal is being heard about 
St. Paul's Cathedral as a building, but, 
though most Londoners know it well from 
the outside, comparatively few people know 
much of the interior. It has a magnificent 
library, which is said to possess the finest 
collection of theological books in the world, 
consisting of some twelve thousand volumes, 
many of great value. This library is 
situated in a spacious room in the South- 
West Tower, and reached by a spiral stair- 
case from the south aisle. @ visitor 
can see the signatures of Archbishop 
Cranmer, Archbishop Laud and Bishop 
Juxon, as. well as many other interesting 
ecelesiastical treasures. A curiosity of the 
library is an illuminated “Book of 
Penalties’’ for the non-performance of 
Services in the Chapel of King Henry VII. 
at Westminster Abbey. A waistcoat, worn 
by Sir Christopher Wren, of n- 
flowered silk, is another treasure, and 
there are also elaborate models of the 
Cathedral and of Wellington's funeral 
car.

This year, however, | am informed 
that the English Revenue authorities will no 
longer alléw claims for relief on overdrafts 
unless the latter afte kept at a bank in 
England or Northern Ireland. The deduction 
from this is obvious, as, of course, }ecople can- 
not shift their banking account unless they 
py the debt due to the bank.
